Two-Thirds of W ay 


Lunar Rocket 
On Course, Tass 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union's third lunar rocket was al­ 
most two-thirds of the way to its 
target today on a course that 
should swing it around the moon. 
A Russian scientist said it has 
paved the way for flights to Mars 
and Venus "in the immediate fu­ 
ture." 
The Tass news agency said that 
by noon Moscow time the "inter­ 
planetary 
space 
station" 
had 
reached a distance of 154,100 miles 
from the Earth. The moon is ap­ 
proximately 238,000 miles from 
Earth. 


THE TASS announcement said 
data received from the 
rocket 
"confirm 
the 
high 
precision 
achieved in putting the rocket into 
vts orbit.” 
The Soviet presa 
and 
radio 
bailed the success of the new lu­ 
nar probe attempt and Russian 
scientists told the world the So­ 
viet Union t space program was 


not aimed at establishing military 
bases on the moon. But one scien­ 
tist, M. N. Gnevyshev. laid a ba­ 
sis for future space tries with his 
statement about the present effort 
paving the w'ay for flights to Mars 
and Venus. 


A BIG QUESTION remained: 
Will the rocket circle the moon 
as la intended and photograph the 
as yet unseen far side? 
Tass said the rocket would reach 
its closest point to the moon at 
6 a.m. (p.s.t.) Tuesday, 
adding 
that it will Chen be 4,300 miles 
from the moon. 
The Soviets had indicated that 
the rocket would photograph the 
far side of Che moon and transmit 
pictures of it back to Earth by 
radno signal. 
When the rocket readies the vi­ 
cinity of the moon Tuesday after­ 
noon. Tass said it will have taken 
about 2l* days to oover the dis­ 
tance from Earth.

"A s a party,” he aaid, "we have 
faith in A m erica and a belief in 
its future — a future tn which peo­ 
ple rath er than governm ent will 
play an ever-increasing and dy­ 
nam ic role.”

So advises Ainslee Arenas, who for 20 years has 
been teaching women how to apply make-up. 
“TTie trick," she said, "is to put 
cosmetics on in the light in which 
they will be seen. Daylight 
for 
day wear. Electric light for night. 
And 
use a 
magnifying 
mirror, 
even if the closeup makes you 
shudder at first. May as well face 
the facts.” 
.Miss Arenas, a well - groomed 
brunette with a glowing skin, is 
director of the 
Charles 
of 
the 
Ritz training school in New York. 
She runs classes weekly to train 
cosmetics sales people from cari­ 
ous parts of the country in meth­ 
ods of makeup application. 
Remember that the foundation 
should cover all of the face and 
neckline, she said. But don't lath­ 
er it on. A little foundation goes 
a long way on the complexion. 
To be a sensation in night light, 
stick to the rosy tones of makeup 
she said. These reflect light bet­ 
ter and make for fewer shadows.

—The woman who wants “a lip­ 
stick to go with everything." 
—The woman who is convinced 
she looks good only in one color. 
"But makeup is like clothing ac­ 
cessories," she said. "No one is 
strictly an orange lipstick type or 
blue-rose

not only on* skin tone but on the 
costume you're wearing.” 
—The despairing type. "She is 
the one who tells the salesgirl, 
nothing w ill help me ' But she at 
least is willing 
to let someone 
try." 


—The other extreme, the ,try- 
everything type. "She wears twice 
as much makeup, twice as thick," 
said Miss Arenas.

Eyebrow Care 


Eyebrows need as much train­ 
ing and care as a coiffure, say 
beauty experts. 
First, brush the brows daily to 
encourage the hairs to grow in 
the proper direction. 
Once the brows are 
brushed 
into their natural shape, tweeze 
the hairs that do not conform 
to the basic brow line. But never 
thin the brows because this dis­ 
torts the shape. 
Eyebrow pencil should be ap­ 
plied in a color one lone darker 
than the coiffure.

strokes to fill in spaces. Define 
the top of the brows to balance 
the outline of the lips. 
If eyes are average in shape, 
the brows should start at the in­ 
ner corner of the eye and follow

DONOVAN GOT the first man 
and it still didn't look too bad for 
te n when Charlie Neal singled be­ 
cause he got Wally Moon to 
pound out 
Then the control 
which long has been his major 
problem wavered once again It 
was the same trouble which ac­ 
counted for all his baseball tour­ 
neying In the past. 
Dick wheeled four pitches to 
Norm Larker and they were all 
off the beam, he largest crowd 
In senes history yelled and jeered 
when he got only one patch across 
the plate before walking Hodges 
to fill the bases. 


MANGER AL Lopez of t h e 
White Sox went to the mound then 
and Donovan strode off—angrily 
jerking his arm away from the 
consoling pat of the pleasant skip­ 
per. 
Grim-faced 
he 
walked 
through the storm of applause 
from the previously hostile crowd 
and fumed his way to the dress­ 
ing room. 
“1 know how he works" Dono­ 
van grated. "It's useless to argue 
with him. Anyhow I don't run the 
club and, after all. he won the 
pennant and 1 guess he knows j 
what he’s doing. 
"But," he growled, "it's ironic 
to lose after giving up only two 
h.t* and two walks." 


"I DON'T KNOW how I lost my 
cdntrol,’' he said with a frown 
“1 just don't know.
